DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, 
"the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a 
separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on 
form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

The reference JP 6-84486 in the information disclosure statement of May 18, 
2005 has been lined through and not considered as it appears to be a display and have 
no connection to the subject matter of this case. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The use of the term "tab-like" (first used in claim 1, line 10) renders the claim(s) 
indefinite because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those 
encompassed by "-like"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chi 
(US 6131245) in view of Oetiker (US 4103399). 

Chi (figures 2 and 3) teaches a tightening band with the ends joined by 
interegaging projections and apertures. If desired the engagement can be temporary 
and then tightened. It lacks a tolerance correcting insert. However, Oetiker (figure 1 1 ) 
teaches using an insert 225, which would inherently provide some tolerance correction 
as it is made from a rubber or rubber-like material. It would have been obvious to 
modify the clamp of Chi to have an insert in the concave portion 1 1 in view of Oetiker 
explicitly positioning such an insert in the concave portion 221 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
